From my recent tour in the Northwestern States I made 
observations of the organizational life of Sons of Norway, 
the Eagles the Elks, and manv recreational clubs. I visited 
such cities as Great Falls, Havre, Minot, Fargo and Grand 
Forks. All of these cities are small in comparison with 

Edmonton. „_ , . ,, 

In Minot, a city of approximately 30,000 population, the\ 
have built two one-half million dollar bowling centres in the 
last five years. One of these, the Choteau Lanes, is perhaps 
one of the most modern bowling centres in the world, com¬ 
plete with automatic pin-setting machines, plush carpets, 
restaurant facilities and nursery. The trend seems to be to 
build recreational centres away from the centre of town 
where parking space is not a problem. And so, we m Ed¬ 
monton are on the right track in placing our Scandinavian 
Centre in its present location. 

Down in Morehead, Minnesota, Concordia College is 
building a $400,000 library, all from donations. Organizers 
of the College formed the C-400 Club. “C” stands for $1,000, 
and so the College has set out to find 400 people who wish 
to donate $1,000. They have already got over 300 sub¬ 
scribers. All over the Northwestern States things are hap¬ 
pening, and big nrojects like ours are going up. 

Now it might be argued that our neighbor, the U.S.A.. 
is richer than we are — this is pure nonsense. In the largest 
part of North Dakota they had a crop failure—8 to 9 bushels 
of wheat being the average yield. Sugar beet farmers have 
been caught with the beets still in the ground. They, too, 
have their problems, just like we. 

Let’s face it — we are living in the centre of what is 
likely the most prosperous spot on the earth. What other 
city has doubled its population in the last ten years? Predic¬ 
tions are that it will double in size in the next ten years. With 
such terrific development all around us, can anyone argue 
that the Scandinavians in co-operation cannot build a 
recreational and social centre ? 

We are now in the midst of the first stage of an inten¬ 
sive share-selling campaign. So, dear reader, if you have not 
bought your shares yet, contact your favorite volunteer 
canvasser at once — give him a boost — he is working hard 
for you!

At 12:15 a.m. November 12, I 
hopped on a Greyhound bus at the 
Edmonton bus terminal for Havre, 
Montana. This was the first lap of 
a twelve-day visitation of Sons of 
Norway lodges (45 of them), in 
the Fourth District, comprising 
Alberta, Saskatchewan, Montana 
and North Dakota.

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for extreme emergencies. It was 
not unusual then, in a Swedish 
community, for a woman to take 
on the duties of midwife. .This, 
being an accepted practice in Swe¬ 
den, was a dire necesity in the new 
settlements. In her capacity, the 
midwife had no (training other 
than that, of having “looked on” 
when someone else was doing the 
job. At the home of her expectant 
neighbor she took over the house¬ 
hold chores — cooked, cleaned, 
looked after the children—deliv¬ 
ered the infant and nursed the 
mother. Often she did the milk¬ 
ing and outside work as well, 
and only returned to her home 
when the mother was well enough 
to manage. In payment for her 
services she would probably be 
given a quarter of beef or pork 
at the next butchering. 

Since money was scarce the 
medium of exchange was mostly 
in work or produce. The men- 
folks helped each other with the 
harvesting of their crops, but if 
agreeable to both parties, grain 
or other farm products would be 
given in return for work done. 
The women also, dealt in this 
manner. One who could sew, 
might own a sewing machine, 
and she would sew for a neig.hbor- 
who was the owner of a spinning 
wheeel and would spin the yarn in 
exchange. At threshing time they 
pitched in and helped each other, 
as they also did when there were 
weddings, family celebrations or 
funerals. 

When there was a new barn or 
house to go up a building bee Was 
in order. The farmer would have 
the logs ready and piled in his 
yard in advance and word was 
possed around that a bee would be. 
held on a certain day. Neighbors 
would come from all around and 
bring their tools. Some brought 
their wives too, and food, to help 


out with the meals for the work¬ 
ers. 

No doubt the necessity for work¬ 
ing together in those early days 
by the Swedish and other Scandin¬ 
avian settlers had much to do with 
the fostering of co-operative move¬ 
ments which have been supported 
and developed by them in later 
years. 

The social activities of the early 
pioneers centred around the home 
and immediate community. A 
Swedish colony tyas not long es¬ 
tablished till a church was built, 
and a schoolhouse. They would 
hardly have a roof over their 
heads before plans were started 
for a place of worship. The small 
white church, with the high steeple 
topped with a cross, was built by 
volunteer labor and patterned aft¬ 
er the larger ones back home. The 
tiny one-roomed schools too Were 
built by the people themselves. The 
teacher boarded with one of the 
families and shared in the life of 
the community. 

Sunday visiting was the custom 
among the Swedish settlers. A 
housewife would invite some neigh¬ 
boring friends to come for dinner 
on a certain Sunday. This would 
mean the whole family was asked 
for the noon -meal, sometimes two 
or three families. As the dwellings 


were usually small, it was neces¬ 
sary to set up the dinner table 
as many as three times with eight 
or ten people at each Sitting, be¬ 
fore everyone was fed. The guests 
would help wash up the dishes be¬ 
tween servings. As a rule the men 
would be served first, then the 
women would eat and lastly the 
children. These gatherings were 
usually held in the summer so 
that most of the people could stay 
outdoors. The older men would 
stroll through the fields and look 
at the crops, or perhaps examine a 
new litter of pigs or inspect a 
newly purchased piece of machin¬ 
ery. Often they discussed farm 
problems or argued about politics. 
The young folks played games, 
such as ‘Hide and seek,” "Drop the 
handkerchief” or “Last couple out.” 
Or they might have a base-ball 
practice or pitch horse-shoes. The 
women stayed indoors, cleaning 
up after the dinner and exchang-

ing news from Sweden or indulg¬ 
ing in family gossip. Perhaps the 
hostess would bring out her latest 
handiwork to show her guests, 
such as crocheting, weaving, rug 
making or quilting, B y three o’ 
clock it was time to set the coffee 
pot on and prepare a lunch, and 
when this was partaken of it was 
time for the visitors to go home, 
as six o’clock was the time for 
milking the cows and doing up the 

(evening chores. It took a while to 
get there by horse and buggy or 
wagon. 

One of the big social events of 
the year was the community picnic. 
This was held at some place where 
there was a clearing, level and 
large enough f6r base-ball and foot 
racing. For this day the women 
baked and prepared food for a 
whole day’s outing. They washed 
and starched their prettiest dres¬ 
ses and saw to it that the men- 
folks had their best clothes in read¬ 
iness and that the children were 
scrubbed and fitted out in their 
finest garb. The family would rise 
early in order to get the chores 
dime and everyone ready. Father 
and mother would sit up front on 

* the high spring seat of the wagon. 
The food hampers went under the 
seat and there was hay and blank¬ 
ets at the back for the Children to 
sit on. When they arrived at the 
picnic the horses were unhitched 
and tied to the side of the wagon. 
Then with the bits out of their 
mouths they munched at the hay 
or cropped at grass within their 
reach. Friends would greet friends 
and while the men built fires for 
the coffee the women laid table 
cloths on the ground for the feast. 
There was a booth on the grounds 
where home-made ice cream was 
made in huge freezers and sold 
by the dish. There would also be 
for sale, home-made lemonade, 
oranges, bananas and candies. 
Sports activities included foot 
races for all age groups, tugs of 
war, jumping contests and or 
course the baseball tournaments 
for the young men of the different 
districts. 

The Christmas concert, held in 
the church or schoolhouse, was 
something else to look forward to. 
For this the school teacher, some¬ 
times aided by. the minister, taught 
the children their “pieces” and 

* the parents were eager to hear 
their young ones recite or sing. 
There was a huge Christmas tree 
lit with real candles, and some¬ 
thing under it for everyone. 

Dances were held from time to 
time. These' were in the homes, 
school houses or in someone’s hay¬ 
loft. If some family suffered the 
loss of their home by fire, or had 
serious illness, the community 
would rally around and hold a 
basket social to raise money to 
help out. These would be followed 

* by dancing too. Their “orchestra” 
consisted of a fiddle, and aceordian 
or organ. 

So the Swedish immigrants lived 
through the early years in their

chosen land. There were times of 
great loneliness and hardships— 
but hope for the future, with bet¬ 
ter times for the generations to 
come, kept them ever looking for¬ 
ward. Very few returned to the 
old land except for a brief visit. 
Their roots have gone deep and 
they have become integrated into 
the fibre and pattern of our west¬ 
ern civilization. Their rugged indi¬ 
vidualism and courage against 
odds have won for them tne re¬ 
spect and admiration of their fel¬ 
low citizens. The descendants of 
this hardy race, who have gone 
forth into varied walks of life, 
have a right to be proud of the 
hertitage that was handed down 
to them. But they should be humble 
too, for it is by the sweat and tears 
and the determination and forti¬ 
tude of their forefathers that they 
have to enjoy the things of today.

CHRISTMAS CAKE 

1 cup butter 
1 cup sugar

1 Jb. seeded raisins 
1 lb. currants 

1 lb. dates

Method: Cream the butter and 
sugar, then add the well-beaten 
egg yolks. Scald the raisins and 
Currants and wash well. Drain 
Well. Put all the fruit into a bowl 
imd sift over them the flour, soda, 
spices and salt. Mix well and add 
to creamed mixture and juice. Beat 
the egg whites till stiff and fold 
into the rest of the ingredients, 
i Makes one large or two medium 
cakes. Line tins with layers of 
brown paper and grease. Bake in 
Slow oven from 3 to 4 hours, de¬ 
pending on size of cake. 

CARE OF FRUIT CAKE 
After removing cake from oven, 
let it cool until pan is lukewarm. 
Then remove cake from pan; take 
Off paper and put cake on wire 
rack until cold. Wrap cake in a 
cloth wrung out of wine or brandy. 
Then wrap in one layer of waxed 
paper and two thicknesses of heavy 
brown paper. Put in tightly 
covered roaster or a tightly covered 
metal box and store in cool dry 
place at least two weeks to ripen. 

CINNAMON PUFFS

2 pkgs dry yeast 
% cup warm water 

% cup luke-warm milk 
% cup sugar 

1 tsp. salt 

y 2 cup shortening 

2 eggs 

3%. cups sifted all-purpose 
flour 

1 tbsp. vanilla 

Combine yeast and water to 
which has been added a tsp. of 
sugar. Let stand 10 minutes. Com¬ 
bine milk, sugar, salt, shortening, 
eggs, vanilla, and yeast mixture 
and half of flour.

SOOKS FOR ALL: 

In a national culture the twin 
mother of education is the 
ibraries. The Danish library sys- 
em has two main divisions: a 
icientific and learned side, with a 
ong and traditional history, and 
i public library system of fairly 
ecent origin. The three largest 
earned libraries are the Royal 
library, the Copenhagen Univer- 
diy Library and the State Library 
ir Aarhus. 

The first two are the repositories 
>f humanist and scientific litera- 
ure respectively. They include 
vorld-fartious collections of manu- 
icripts. The Royal Library, with 
-.250,000 volumes, is the largest 
n Scandinavia. A large number of 
veil established special learned 
ibraries supplement the two major 
>nes. It is only in the present cen- 
airy that the system of public 
ibraries has been established, but 
ilready its object of providing 
:very Dane with free and easy 
iccess to books has made"consider¬ 
able headway. All towns and 314 
ural parishes today have public 
iUraries. There is a total of 1,544 
mblic libraries and 231 separate 
uvenile libraries. Public libraries 
or adults have a total stock of 
volumes and annual 


tions; but in spite of this general 
character it has preserved a dis¬ 
tinct character of its own. The ev¬ 
er-growing gulf between sensation¬ 
al and quality press evident in big¬ 
ger countries is absent in Denmark, 
whose newspapers pursue a moder¬ 
ate middle course. 

DEMOCRATIC RADIO: 

The youngest of the cultural 
media is the radio and television. 
The first Danish broadcasts took 
place in 1922. The affairs of the 
Danish State Radio were regulated 
by law in 1926. The State Radio 
has a monopoly of broadcasting. 
But to counter-balance this and 
guarantee a hearing for all points 
of velw, the management, the Radio 
Council, is made up of representa¬ 
tives chosen by listener associa¬ 
tions political parties, cultural in¬ 
stitutions and so on. The Danish 
radio is unique in the democratic 
basis of its management. One of the 
effects of the system is to make 
broadcasts less academic and more 
democratic than those of most 
ether radios. Radio is everybody’s 
possession. In Danish homes there 
are more than one and a quarter 
million sets. In 1955 the State 
Radio also launched television 
transmissions. 

National television coverage is 
planned but will take a number of 
years to realize, however, there 
are already over 130,000 sets in 
use.
